EVENING 29 NOVEMBER FOLLOWING FOUR HOUR DEBACLE WHICH 
FEATURED 1) VIRTUAL LOSS OF CONTROL OF MEETING BY 
WEAK, WELL-MEANING CHAIRMAN; 2) AT LEAST 45 POINTS 
OF ORDER AS SOME 15 DELEGATIONS INSISTED IN PARADING 
THEIR SPECIAL EXPERTISE IN INTERPRETING VARIOUS 
ELEMENTS OF THE RULES OF PROCEDURES; 3) UNSUCCESSFUL 
ATTEMPT BY DAHOMEY, AND OTHERS HAVE RESOLUTION INCORPORATE 
RELATED NEEDS OF DEVELOPING TRANSIT COUNTRIES. 4) SUC-

2. LONG DISCUSSION OF RES SHOWNED THAT 1) LL'S CLEARLY

4. AS HAD ALSO BEEN CASE WITH PREDECESSOR RES, 1755 

OF 54TH ECOSOC, U.S. WAS ONE OF FEW WEO COUNTRIES THAT

WERE NOSED OUT FOR FIRST PLACE BY INDIA. DAHOMEY. AND 
IVORY COAST. U.S. EXPLAINED ITS VOTE AFTER
